To participate fully in the course of instruction, it is necessary 
for your representatives to possess a ”Q" Clearance from the Atomic 
Energy Commission, as well as a Top Secret Clearance. A delay of 
approximately ninety (90) to one hundred twenty (120) days may be 
anticipated after the Atomic Energy Commission receives such a request 
before a "Q” Clearance is granted. The non-receipt of an AEC "Q" 
Clearance would not deny your representatives attendance to the course, 
but it would prohibit their attendance at approximately eight (8) hours of 
very interesting instruction. Clearance for access to Top Secret 
material, however, is a mandatory prerequisite for attendance. 

In the event your agency cannot accept the invitation to fill the allocated 
spaces for the Thirty-ninth Class with qualified representatives, request 
this activity be notified not later than 15 October 1965 in order that we 
may reallocate the quotas.
